H. Backgr ound.
On June 30, 1993, federal OSHA published in the Federal Register (58
Fed. Reg. 35076) the Incorporation of General Industry Safety and Health
Standards applicable to Construction Wrk. This incorporation of
standards, involving approximately 90 individual general industry
st andards, includes the new Et hyl ene Oxi de standard for the Construction
| ndustry, 81926.1147.
Wen the new construction industry standard for Ethylene Oxide was
published, it contained an error in its Appendix D. On July 28, 1993,
federal OSHA published the correction in the Federal Register (58 Fed.
Reg. 40468).
On Novenber 15, 1993, the Safety and Heal t h Codes Board adopted both the
new Ethylene Oxide standard for the Construction Industry and the
correction to the standard, with an effective date of March 1, 1994.
Summary.
On Novenber 15, 1993, the Safety and Health Codes Board adopted a
correction to an error that appeared in Appendi x D of the construction
i ndustry standard for Ethylene Oxide, 81926.1147. This non-mandatory
appendi x entitled, "Sanpling and Anal ytical Methods for Ethylene Oxide
[ Non- Mandat ory]", discusses several available methods for nonitoring
enpl oyee exposures to Ethylene Oxide (EtO). The revision substitutes an
i ncorrect mathemati cal equation for the correct equation in evaluating
data to determ ne the precision of the anal ytical nethod used.
In the correction which appears in the first colum of Appendi x D of the
St andard, the Board adopted the renoval of the reference, "Insert illus.
44", and repl aced t he equati on, "Cv+0. 036", with the foll ow ng equati on:
